Mexico City, July 8 — (UP) — 


Miguel Aleman, candidate of the 
government party, claimed victory 
today, while his chief 
opponent, 


Ezequiel Padilla, charged "fraudu- 
lent practices" in Mexico's qulest- 
est presidential election in history. 
Padilla, who formerly 
was 'a 


member of retiring President Avila 
Camacho's cabinet with 
Aleman, 


said the elections proved Mexico 
was ready for democracy. 


But even the presence of federal 


troops, he said, "had not prevent- 
ed llagrant and fraudelent 
prac-

Becomes First 
U.S.Saint

Pope Pius XI pronounced Moth- 
er Cabrini a saint at the climax 
of four and a half hours of pag- 
eantry in St. Peter's Basilica yes- 
terday.

tion of St. Frances Cabrini will be 
Dee. 22, the date of her death in 
Chicago in 117. 


Some 30,000 persons — cardinals 


and lesser prelates, members of 
the Vatican City and Rome diplo- 
matic corps, many thousand mem- 
bers of religious orders, and the lay 
faithful — attended the 
historic 
ceremony beginning at 8 a. m. 


A fanfare 
of 
silver • trumpets 


echoed through the spacious Basi- 
lica to announce the canonization 
L< Mother Cabrini. Then the huge 
bron/.e bells of the church began 
pealing a mesage of rejoicing and

tiff recited a te dcaum of thanks- 
giving. 


As the throng left the Basilica,

_ The price control battle, viewed 
ill retrospect, is an unprelty pic- 
, #rc. And all the holier-than-thou 
1 ..osturmg by the participants as the 


battle, approached its climax can- 
not hide the fact that this important 
and highly debatable issue wound 
up as an unashabcd political squab- 
ble. 


The politicking started right after 


V-J Day with the imprudent ending 
of almost all rationing. It continued 
when wage ceilings were lifted and 
price ceilings continued. Both these

v Sir, but neither made good sense. 


> oisc-than-wartimc food shortages 
;«nd "bulges" in the hold-the-linc 
policy were inevitable results. 


Meanwhile, representatives of in- 
dustry and agriculture were putting 
the squeeze on some congressmen 
to end all price control. Produc- 
tion was still unsteady and demand 
was tremendous. And some of the 
boys seemed to be preparing for 
a killing under the slogan 01 "all 
the traffic will bear." 


That didn't make sense, either. 
But the pressure groups assured 
ihe /jongrcssmen, and the congress- 
}(fr~ 
Assured themselves, that the 
•«iW of supply and demand would 
take care of everything— even 
though there was no promise of 
careful, responsible procedure for 
putting that law back into effect 
in a decidedly precarious time.

Mr. Truman 
while winning a round in his fight 
with Congress, is now being ques- 
tioned on the wisdom of throwing 
ceilings, subsidies and all overside 
jv.-.withoul any warning—and trust- 
"V\e, Congress to fish 
them out be- 


fore any harm was done. 


Both sides added confusion 
to 


the fray by firing broadsides of 
propaganda at the spectators. The

rising prices were the one cause,: 
rather than one symptom, ol in- 
flation, and tha? the continuation or 
end of price controls (depending 
on whose propaganda you read) 
was the one answer and remedy for 
inflation.

Albany, N. Y. Some lime ago Gov, 
Thomas K. Uewcy, anticipating the 
end (or collapse) of OPA, put a 
state rent-control law through the 
Republican legislature, and thereby 
made some political hay.

cellent reason. There was mild 
panic elsewhere when OPA and its 
rent ceilings departed.

ist. And Governor Dewey, with

The higher committee, the Arab 
executive body in Palestine, nomi- 
nated four representatives to pro- 
ceed to Rome for an audience with 
the pope.

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S. Hillman 
Dies Today 
at Age of 59 


Point Lookout, N. Y., July 10— 


(fP)— Sidney Hillman, 59, one-time 
immigrant boy and garment cut- 
ter who became one of the most 
controversial political figures 
of 
his time, died today. 
' 
It was Hillman, national chair- 


man of the CIO Political 
Action 
Committee, who became a politi- 
cal storm center in the 1944 presi- 
dential campaign when the Republi- 
can charge of "clear everything 
with Sidney" swept the country. 


Republicans charged —and Dem- 
ocrats and Hillman denied —thai 
the late President Roosevelt, pass- 
ing through Chicago during 
the 


1944 Democratic National Conven- 
tion, told Robert Hanncgan, Demo- 
cratic national chairman, to "clear 
everything with Sidney" regarding 
convention strategy and choices. 
Hillman's death came of a heart 


condition at 8:40 a. m. (EOT) in a 
bedroom of his six-room summer 
bungalow on the south shore of 
Long Island near Long Beach. 
The labor leader was found un- 


conscious in bed by his wife, Bes- 
sie. Dr. Cahill, a neighbor, had po- 
lice rush an oxygen tent to 
the 
bedside but Hillman fulled to rally 
and died shortly after. 
The story that made the rounds 


in the 1944 campaign was based on 
a conference between 
Hannegan 
and Mr. Roosevelt as the Jailer's 
train lay on a railroad siding 
in 
Chicago prior to the opening of the 
convention. 


The "clear everything with Sid- 
ney" phrase became so 
current 
that Hannegan issued a formal de- 
nial at a news conference in Chi- 
cago in September of that year. 
"The fact is that President Roose- 
velt with whom I conferred alone 
on that occasion, did ;iol say that, 
Hannegan 
said. "Nor did he say 


anylhing else that could have been 
tortured to convey that moaning. 
The story is absolutely untrue." 
Hannegan said he talked 
with 


Hillman only once during vlic con- 
vention, in Hannogan's room, and 
the only stalemenl Hillman made 
was that he was "for" Vi'ce Presi- 
dent Henry A. Wallace i'or renonii- 
lation. Hannegan said he was for 
Senator Truman of Missouri, wiio 
won the nomination and became 
president on Mr. Roosevelt's death. 
The small, frail Hillman came 


licre with his family June 1. They 
uad made their summer homo al 
Point Lookout 
for

lust 
14 
years. 


Three weeks ago he suffered an 
attack of coronary thrombosis and 
since then had been resting and 
trying to regain his strcnalh. 


Dr. Mack Linkin, the family phy- 
sician, arrived shortly after lliil- 
man's death.

bad been treating Hillman for a 
heart condition i'or some time. 
At the bedside when 
he 
died 
were his wife, the former

U.S. May Bow 
to Russia on 
German Treaty

Paris, July 10 — (/P)—The Unit- 


ed Stales is willing to extend its 
proposed disarmament treaty for 
Germany from 25 lo 40 years in 
meeting Russian assertions thai the 
original plan is inadequate, it was 
officially disclosed today; 


The disclosure came as U. S. Sec- 
retary of Slate James F. Byrnes 
and 
Soviet 
Foreign 
Commissar 


V. M. Mololov aired their dispute 
over the American proposal 
by 


publishing the lexis of their slate- 
menls lo the four-power 
foreign 
ministers' council yesterday. 


The Russian delegation released 
the text of Molotov's lengthy stale- 
menl following last night's session. 
The American delegation followed 
suit just before the ministers were 
to assemble today lo continue dis- 
cusion of German problems . 


During the clash between Byrnes 
and Mololov over the proposed dis- 
armament plan, the Soviet minis- 
ter described the suggested 
pact 
as "wholly inadequate" and assert- 
ed it did nol insure againsl the re- 
birth of militarism in Germany. 


Byrnes retorted that he was will- 
ing to have the Ireaty run for 40 
years, and that it "did not seek to 
.coyer everything or to settle repar- 
ations questions and' political ques- 
tions and other queslions that had 
been under discussion." 
Byrnes also cited his proposal to 
send a four-power commision into 
all four zones of occupied Ger- 
many to investigate the extent of 
German disarmament and demili- 
tarization.
